A short time ago a few men met in 


Philadelphia who were in favor of abol- 
ishing the duty on wool, but willing that 
the protective duties should remain on 
woolen goods. It was advertised to bo a 
big meeting, but was as much of a fail- 
ure as the free trade meeting in Boston 
held nearly the same time. Philadelphia 
ia one of the most important seats of the 
worsted interest in the United States, 
and the reduction of the worsted duties 
by the tariff commission in 1SS3, has in- 
flicted such injury upon that interest that 
many of the textile workers ot Philiidel 
phia are now idle, la this condition they 
have been led to the belief that tbeir only 
hope lies iu a removal of the duties upon 
wool, anJ 
hence 
some 
of 
them 


united with the free traders in hold- 
ing this meeting upon tbe mistaken 
assurance that tho demand for tree wool 
does not moan an attack upon the whole 
system of protection. 
But they were 


never worse deluded in their lives, and

To Bo Expended on Rivers and ITarborn 


—TVhero It I* to Go. 


WSHIXGTON CITY, June Sa—The senate 


cominorco committee has concluded its work 
on tho_river and harbor bill, and tho result 
l« on increase of tho aggregate appropria- 
tion to $18,019,075, or 82,867,775 more than 
tho bill appropriated when It came from tho 
house. 
Tno following western appropria- 


tions rotualn In tho bill: Ashtabula, Ohio, 
$400,000; Michigan 
City, Ind., $75,000; 


Portago Late canal, Michigan, $TOO,000, 
Sturgoon Bay canal, Michigan, $UO,U30. 


The provisions for tho Michigan and Hon- 


nopin canals, as amended by tho senate com- 
tnttteo, provides that the grant of tho 
Illinois & Michigan canal, its rights-of- 
wtty, and all its appurtenances and right, 
title, and interest which tho state of Illinois 
may have in any real estate heretofore 
ceded to the state of Illinois by tho United 
States for canal purposes, mado to tho 
United States by an act of tho general 
assembly of tho state of Illinois, approved 
April Sa.lSSO, bo, and, is hereby accepted, 
on the terms and conditions specified in said 
act of the general assembly of the state of 
Illinois. 


For tho construction of tho Cftnal from 


tho Illinois river, at or near tho town of
